Brixton Streatham W.S.P.U.—An open-air meeting. was 
held at Streatham on Thursday evening last. | 
7 ~ was in the chair, and an address was given by Miss Ne}lie Smith. 
<<< The audience gave the speaker an attentive hearing. The meeting
